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THE MID DAY OF LIFE 


th & good deni of the: Hterature of 


the world, life is often portrayed un- 


der the symbol of the day. From the 
carly dawn to the dewy evening there 
are hours which portray youth; young 
manhood, middle life and old age. In 
philosophizing on these hours” an‘ 
ages, youth and old age come in for 
considerable comment, with counsel 
givem to the young and comfort tothe 
eld, but.seldom is any word spoken or 
written centring on those in the noon 
day of life. 

The gencral feeling is that little 
notds to be said to those’ of middle 
life.— It is surmised that, people who 
have reached this stage have entered 
a serene and cuict haven, or they have 
passed all uncharted rocks and are 
tiavelling in tranquil waters in per- 
fect safety. This is far from fact, 
however. We know that each age has 
its perils and peculiar temptations, 
and there are n> more insiduous and 
doadly, more secret and subtle, than 
those of middle life; the hour when 
one turns from the innocent illustons 
to flace the stern realitics of life, and 
when Ithe sun beats down upon the 
scorched plain of human experience. 

There is no fooling with life in mid- 
dle age. Its problems are hard; its 
loads heavy and its experiences sev- 
ere. It is a tinte of physical, mental 
and ‘spiritual: re-edjustments. It is a 
period when ignorance and reckless - 
nese ought to give place to refinement 
and enrichment of life tthat ‘should 
give one a new outlook on life, a fresh 
enthusiasm and a -‘einforced power. 
It is also a time when one must fac2 
peculiar perils. 

These yoars are always frought 
with the peril cf materialism. The 
glamor and romance of life are larg2- 
ly departed. The poetic and imagin- 
ative side of one’s mature are being 
rekégated to the background as one 
concentrates on thé sterner duties of 
business or professional life. Such 
Concentration is apt to put one’s life 
into a rut, in which business becomes 
all absorbing, causing the humanities 
of life to be forgotten, and leaving 


litle or no enthusiasm. to help man-, 


kind. When the character of a man 
becomes crowded with materialism he 
has reached the point of moral peril; 
the peril one writer had in mind when 
he said of a man, “born a man, and 
died a grocer.” 
. This very danger leads to andther 
pal that faces middle life, and is the 
por'l ef a deadcning faith. Faith 
comcs easy in youth. Young people 
look out upon life with trustful eyes 
and believing hearts. It is not so in 
the noonday of life. The fact that 
people during these years are en- 
grossed in business brings them into 
close contact with people who are not 
honorable. Jheir trust has been so 
ofiten repaid by treachery, thay they 
become cynical, skeptica’ and wunbe- 
Meving. They develop a critical. et- 
titude ttoward the world, and often 
less faith in religion because they 
have occasionally been deceived by 
those who make loud professicns. At 
such a time one needs to kcep his soul 
sensitive toward God, and shou'd ev- 
er cultivate the fellowship of Ohris*, 
who helps a man ‘to test the things 
that differ, and to choose the things 
things that are exccllent.” 

‘Ancther menace that faces middle 
life is looseness of morals. Lf one is 
not careful a certain coarseness of 
nature ‘becomes conspicusus during 
these years. In writing of this age, 
Carlyle says’ one feele the fiery spirit 
upon him. - “Life,” he said, “is a kind 
of lifesindeath, or rather, one might 
say, a not being born. One sits as in 
the belly of some Trojan horse, wea- 
ther screened, but pining, inactive. 
Let us trust it in the name of God. 
Let us take such an existence as God 
will give us.” This des're to take 
morak plunges is,ewdent, and so many 
have done this to their sorrow. It is 
astonishing the number of people who 
in middle life have come to moral 
grief, by falling into some moral de- 
hinquency. The Bible has given us 
many glaring examples of those who 
started out well, but in whom al! high 
ideals faded, land who, amid the heat 
of the moonday sun, fe'l smitted and 
condemmed. 

[t is in middle life, as a rule, When 
a person faces his finst great sorrow 
or bereavement, which often affects 
the rest of his life. In some cases it 
is the death of beloved parents; in 


others perhaps a loved one from the 
home. When Emerson’s son died, he 
felt the whole world had changéd, and 


{in writing to Carlyle said: “You can 


never sympathize with me. You can 
never know how much a young child 
can take away; a few weeks ago, I 
counted myself a very rich man, and 
now the poorest of all.” This is often 
one of the pemils of life, which calls 
for faith in God if the soul is ever to 
survive the shock. 

This period of life is also apt to 
leave with it a lost sense of the eter- 
nal. Dr. J, D. Jones, of Bourne- 
mouth emphasizes this fact. He be- 
lieves that people become so absorbed 
and even obsessed with the material 
things of life that they give little time 
to the spiritual. The treasures of 
earth are s0 attractive that the treas-~ 
ures in heaven are forgotten. It is 
seid of William E. Gladstone that he 
desired to give up public life because

This ar- 
gument has been shown to be so un- 
secnd thet it might possibly be aban- 
doned if there were no other obstac- 
lee in the way of disarmament, There 
is, of course, another reason, and pro- 
bably it is the fundamental reason. 
So far it has remained in the back- 
ground, but it might as well come 
forth inte the daylight. Some powers 
have foreign possessions which they 
hold through the potentialities of 
their armed strength. France, the 
United.

The fact is that the year just past: 


presented such “¢limatic conditions as 
might easily have wrecked the hopes 
of the people had it not been for the 
cnterprise and ingenuity of the farm- 
ers, notwithstanding the natural 
fruitfulness of_tthe land. They met 
unusual conditions with a brave front, 
studied them intelligently ‘and turn- 
ed them to their cwn advantage. 

One unsatisfactory branch of agri- 
culture was noted in the minister’s 
talk to delegates to the Livestock 
Breeder’. convention. In dairying we 
seem to have been moving in the 
wrong direction. Butter production 
has fallen off to an extent that may 
well be considered alarming.One nea- 
son for this may be the fact that ‘too 
many Alberta farmers have not yet 
taken dairying seriously. They milk 
and separate when beef cattle prices 
are tco low to be profitable; as soon 
as beef cattle prices advances théy 
Guit their little adventure, into dairy- 
ing. Wich is certainly not the way 
to kutld up a successful dairying rep- 
usetion for the province. 

Under cogrect conditions dairying 
pays. Only under correct conditions 
can it be hoped that Alberta will ever 
be able to count dairying among her 
stable agricultural enterprises. It 
should be an important matter to Al- 
berta’s farmer government to see to 
it that this industry, which is clearly 
one of the many natunal industries of 
the province is placed upon a correct 
basis. Hon, George Hoadley seems 
sympathetic and interested. It should 
be an easy matter for him to per- 
cuade his leglshative colleagues to 
back a progressive government dairy 
improvement programme. |

CANADA SPENDS A MILLION A| ALBERTA HONEY PRODUCTION 


WEEK FOR BOOZE 


“Qanada is spending a million dol- 
lars a week on alcoholic beverages. 
The domestic production of whisky, 
gin, beer and other strong drink am- 
ounts to $40.000,000 per annum. We 
have imported during the last twelve 
months anothr $40,000,000 worth and 
exported to the United States and 
other countries $26,000,000 worth. 
This leaves $54,000,000 worth of liq- 
uor to quench the Canadian thirst, not 
counting the home brew and the moon 
shine, Which are such strong compet- 
itors of the government shops. 

“Ca an imports of alcoholic be- 
verages inereased at a rate exceeding 
a million dollars a month in 1927, as 
compared with 1926. In the month of 
November alone, we bronght into the 
country $5,478,268 worth of brandy, 
gin, whisky and wines. Ip the last 
twelve months our imports exceeded 
$40,000,000 as against less than $28,- 
000,000 during the preceding year. 
Every month of 1927 showed larger 
purchases of liquor from abroad, 
mostly from the United Kingdom.”

HEAVY 

Alberta apiaries haye produced 1a 
total of approximately 300,000 lbs, of 
honey in 1927, as compared with some — 
215,000 pounds in 1926, according to 
figures recently compiled by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The total 
value of the 1927 production is placed 
at $60,000 as compared with $36,550 
for 1926. Some 200 bee-keepers, rep- 
resen‘ing practically all sections of 
the province, have furnished reports 
covering. 3,450 colonies of bees with 
an average production for the season 
of about 90 pounds of honey’ per col- 
ony: For the first time in its history 
Alberta is self-supporting in the mat- 
ter of honey production.
